Applicant's election of group V, claim 7 in paper No: 8 is acknowledged. 

Applicant amends claim 7 and adds new claims 39-43. 

After review and reconsideration, claims 7 and 39-43 require further restriction. 



L Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

Group I. Claim 7, drawn to a method for diagnosis of prostate cancer, 
comprising determining the protein expression level of a gene encoding PAA3, 
classified in class 435, subclass 7.1 . 

Group II. Claims 7, 39-43, drawn to a method for diagnosis of prostate cancer, 
comprising determining the mRNA expression level of a gene encoding PAA3, classified 
in class 435, subclass 6. 

II. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons:
